I am sorry we are wearing different hats these 
days-~-perhaps because my children are experiencing 
the educational trauma of the District school | 
system! 


Many of us are searching for a useful and 
meaningful role to play in improving the existing 
form of educational torture--truly a criminal 
abuse to young people. We are evaluating 
alternatives--and hope to develop a constructive 
approach. We want no special privilege. 


Asking us to continue to support what my 
limited research has illustrated to be a 
bumbling, if not totally irresponsible, Board 
of Education is foolish. To support what appears 
to be a second rate superintendent appointed 
without community participation--in a primarily 
ghetto school system--is like asking us to 
support the status quo because it is the status 
quo. By virtue of a magic superior knowledge 
should we respect the professional educator? 
Our Peack Corps Volunteers taught us more 
realistic values than that! 
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When you look at the District school system 

it is hard to have respect for any professional 
educator or for any other adult who has been 
part of this unbelievable neglect. Discipline 
is one obvious substitute for the teaching 
process. 


The PTA groups are totally ineffective in 
monitoring or effecting change (ours meets 
approximately every two months and generally 
doesn't permit time for questions or discussions). 
The good but rather meaningless activities of 
raising nickles and baking cakes are phony 
vehicles for pointing to "community participation.” 
All avenues for useful effort appear to be 

closed to parents and others who have a stake in 
this community--unless we elect to support and 
approve decisions already made by people we cannot 
respect and who by virtue of the system have no 
direct responsibility/accountability to the 
community. 


Your first and final comment that if I am so. 
interested in improving the sbhools I should 
teach was both patronizing and simplistic. Some- 
times I can feel in myself the frustration of 

the ghettof However, I appreciated your time--

*He told me that he had submitted Dr. Leon Lessinger's name as 
a Candidate as did Dr. Haynes, but it was “too late". .Jthe 
deadline for submitting nominations had passed.

We have taken some license with a well known poem to highlight 
the importance of hanging tough in the advancement of farm 


energy systems. 


Several conditions led to a high level of interest in 


these systems: 


Oo Increasing shortages in the availability of water for 
agricultural purpose, including the mining of our fossil 


waters and slow to replenish aquifers 
Oo Increasing loss of top soil and productive agriculture lands 


Oo Increasing cost of farm energy and chemicals as well as 


transportation costs 


Oo Decreasing number of viable family farms 
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Oo Continued dependence on imported oil 


Oo Total lack of a high grade liquid fuel to compete 


with petroleum based fuels 


These conditions have not really improved over the past few 
years with the exception of a reduction in imported oil and 

a slight penetration into the liquid fuel market by the 

alcohols. The war has not been won, and the frustrations of 

the first battle can not deter us from opportunities that 

will remedy the principal problems facing American agriculture -- 
water, top soil, lost land, mounting costs of energy and 


chemicals, and the difficulties facing the family farm. 


The frustrations surrounding the first battle include: 


oO 


Drought conditions in 1980 and 81 
Oo Rising value of corn and other crops 


Oo Surplus fossil liquid fuels on the market place, resulting 


in lower than anticipated prices 
Oo High interest rates 


Oo Shortages of Federal and State funds to support farm scale -- 


integrated food/feed/energy/ -- systems 


© Technological and economic disappointments in many of the 
"back yard" systems coupled with typical "huckster" 


activity that accompanies every new industry. 


O The increased penetration of major corporations, with 


their industrial sized facilities, into the fuel grade 


ethanol field 
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Oo Lack of understanding of the food versus fuel issues 


© Increased activities in the production and use of the 


Other alcohols -- principally methanol and butanol -- 


that will clearly compete for funds and support with 


ethanol in many parts of the country, is causing some 


confusion. 


As we now regroup our forces and seek out the "Winter 


Soldiers": for 


strength from 


the long struggle ahead. it is well to gain 


the victories that have occurred. 


Gasohol is almost a household word and is readily 


marketable when the price is right. 


Significant technological progess has been made and 
the energetics and economics of alcohol production 


improve almost weekly. 


Educational and training programs are moving into place; 
far better understanding of alcohol fuels is occurring 
in many parts of the country; and, formal, comprehensive 
educational programs are being developed and conducted 


in vocational schools, junior colleges and universities. 


Federal incentives are in place and are adequate to 
provide needed Federal support to this new industry. 
Many states are providing additional incentives to 


increase the economic attractiveness of Gasohol. 
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Oo Major federal funds have been made available for 
feasibility studies, cooperative agreements and loan 


guarantees. 


Oo The President signed an Executive Order mandating 
the use of Gasohol in the Federal fleet when the fuel 


can be purchased at a reasonable price. 


Oo Brazil made ethanol cars are being imported into 


this country (only two so far, but a beginning). 


Oo An increasing number of cars, trucks and tractors 


are being converted to 100% formulated alcohol fuels. 


Oo We are learning a great deal about the value of 
formulated alcohol fuels and these new fuels will soon 
find their way into the market; for example, Petracoal - 
a methanol based fuel additive is being test marketed 


in Utah. 


In summary, Gasohol provided that massive, publically 
Supported wedge that opened the way for ethanol, 

methanol and formulated alcohol fuels. Further, once the 
farmers got the idea that they could become fuel 
independent, they were far more likely to seriously 
consider the other farm food/feed/energy systems that 


include: 


Oo Solar, active passive and photovoltaic 
O Wind power 


O Low-head hydro projects

The planting of massive hybrid tree shelter belts to 
provide the biomass needed for the integrated systems, 


and to protect the top soil and the ground water. 


Solar heated greenhouses using the co. off the 
fermenters to enrich the growing environment and thin 
stillage off the distillation columns to provide part 


of the nutrients for the crops. 
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o Energy, top soil and water conserving cultivating 


practices. 


o The use of cover crops, organic material, crop 
rotation and other integrated pest management 


practices to reduce the need for chemical pesticides. 


o The use of biological fertilizers and compost to reduce 


the need for chemical fertilizers. 


o The upgrading of distillers meal for use as human, animal, 


fish and pet food/feed. 


o The tying in of some of these components with other 
community systems to save energy, (cogeneration) 


processing, and transportation costs. 


The systems described above are working now and will 
continue to improve as we learn more about the wonders 

and potentials of nature. It is unlikely that all will work 
together on farms or even in one community. In most cases, 
a group of farmers and their community will work together 

to produce a integrated system that will accommodate the 
natural, environmental, cultural and economic realities 


of their community. 


So, we will hendade up our wounds, bury a few of our 
comrades, seek new volunteers, learn from our lessons, 
evaluate our opportunities and march on to the next 
objective, always keeping our minds on the characteristics 


of the final objective: 
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o Top soil and water protection 


© Reduced dependence on energy and chemicals imported 


into the farming community 
o Reduced dependence on foreign oil 


o High grade liquid fuels that can successfully compete 
with gasoline and diesel. 


o Strengthened family farms in greater numbers. 
Oo Revitalized rural communities. 


As we engage the battle ahead, we can count on powerful 
allies -- the wonders of nature, the creativity of the 
American people, and trees, trees, trees -- for they -- 
when properly managed -- will not only provide us with 
food, feed, and energy, but will also protect the top 
soil from the winds and errosion, slow evaporation of 
soil moisture and set up micro-climatic conditions that 
will improve moisture patterns. Without the trees we 
will lose our few precious inches of top soil and the 


water needed for all living things. 


The battle is underway -- there is no turning back for to 


survive as a nation we have no choice but to advance.

As you requested, the following is a brief progress report of steps taken 
subsequent to our meeting with Congressman Quie on Friday, February 28. 
These steps specifically relate to securing the top level commitment 
necessary to utilize military facilities and resources for a District 
summer educational program of the nature we discussed. 


Thursday, March 6, the entire Defense Department package provided to 
Secretary Laird from Secretary Clifford was adopted at the Urban Affairs 
Council. Although it did not specifically address the development of a 
major youth program for D.C., it did cover the general use of military 
resources and facilities for summer youth programs. The President indi- 
cated considerable interest in the entire concept and instructed Deputy 
Secretary Packard to pursue the implementation of the proposal. 


Dave Miller, White House Fellow on the Attorney General's staff explored 
the idea of developing an extensive summer youth program of the nature 
we have proposed with Mr. Mitchell. He endorsed the concept and in- 
structed Mr. Miller to investigate ways of implementing a pilot project. 


Dave Miller and Jerry Garbacz, White House Fellow, are today pursuing 
the investigation of a specific proposal with staff members on the 
President's Council for Youth Opportunity. 


These steps may perhaps lead to the kind of results we outlined during 
our visit with Mr. Quie. However, we feel it would be most helpful if 
Mr. Quie would again express his intérest to Mr. Finch and, in addition, 
call Mr. Agnew's office to reinforce the impetus generated at our first 
meeting.

I am sorry to inform you that the Executive Committee of the 
Strong Foundation has decided that it cannot at this time support the con- 
ference which you propose for the new School Board with representative 
students from the D. C. high schools, as described in your proposal to the 
Foundation, 


The Committee is in complete agreement with your proposition that 
the students must be involved meaningfully in the operation of the D. C. School 
System but is also firmly of the opinion that it would be premature to attempt 
to do so until the Board, in consultation with school administrators, has 
had an opportunity to assess its powers and limitations and to form some general 
goals and constructive channels into which the Students' contributions may be 
fitted, Without this type of structured approach, it is felt that there would 
be a serious possibility of unnecessarily undermining the authority of the 
people running the schools and of producing in the children only a sense of 
futility. The children should not be brought into the picture until the Board 
has some realistic appreciation of those areas in which it may reasonably expect 
to be able to respond to specific student suggestions. 


I believe, on the basis of remarks of the various Committee members, 
that they would be responsive to a request from the School Board for assistance 
in the development of a program designed to achieve the above goals, including 
visits to other cities to observe outstanding examples of school board behavior 
and, at the proper time, seminars for students. In this regard, I was interested 
in your statement to me on the telphone yesterday that Dr, Manning and Mr. 

Simon had indicated their interest in involving their respective organizations 
actively in the planning and conduct of your proposed conference. If this 
implies that they will be working with and briefing the new Board preparatory 
to the conference, it represents a definite step towards the type of program 
which our Committee has in mind, Please keep me informed of how these plans 
progress.

Present at the meeting were Mrs. Mattie Taylor, Mrs. Martha Swaim and 
Mr. Edward Hancock, members elected to the District of Columbia Board 
of Education; Mrs. Barbara Simmons, Project Coordinator; Mrs. Pat Paul, 
Dave Kukla, Dick Clarke, Carol Rende of the Washington Institute for 
Quality Education; Mrs. McClure and Mrs. Rosetta Miller of the staff 
Gf Lieve oe COMMiscLOn On Civile Rights. 


The purpose of the proposed seminar and the general format of the 
program was discussed. The seminar is to provide an opportunity for 
open dialogue between students and school board members. The dis- 
cussions will be informal and non-technical in nature. The workshops 
will be small with 10 to 15 students, one board member, one moderator 
and one guest observer in each session. 


Suggestions for moderators for the workshop sessions are welcomed from 
Board members. We are anxious to have as moderators persons skilled

As a result of recent experience with your field appraisal 
staff and subsequent information which has been brought to 

my attention, I respectfully request thet yougantercede on 
behalf of the Washington Institute for Quality Education. 

and withdraw the proposal from consideration by the Screening 
and Review Committee. 


It has become increasingly apparent that the Episcopal 
Church never intended to seriously consider the proposal. 
Friends who attend services at St. Albans, St. Margaret's. 
St. Patrick's and All Souls’ (there are probably others) 
notified me that Bishop Creighton assured their Rectors, 
upon threat of pledge withdrawals, that there was no cause 
for worry since the WIQE grant would not be approved. 


However, with the strong encouragement of Rev. Wendt, Rev. 
Stines, and Mr. Hobson's faith in.the triumph of justice, we 
pursued the cause. Perhaps my own disappointment stems from 
one more reaffirmation that tax exempt churches are not insti- 
tutional guardians of marality or human decency--but are as 
equally subject to the practical pressures of huge budgets, 
conformity, control, apathy, ambition, and acceptability as 
are government agencies, military contractors or Congressional .

In November Mr. Hobson was appointed a member ahr Gears 
Screening and Review Committee and participated in developing 
the guidelines for the General Convention Special Program.

to Bishop Creighton which was read from our suburban pulpits

However, the young author simultaneously wrote Mr. Hobson 

a letter apologizing for her lack of candor an the article; 
stating that everyone in New York was aware Bishop Creighton 
had prior knowledge of the grant but, for public purposes, 
the article was phrased as though he did not. 


At this point I offered to assist Mr. Hobson in developing a 
proposal which would involve extensive community participation 
and would still finance the Hobson vs. Hansen appeal. With 
Mr. Modeste's encouragement,we secured Directors, incorporated 
as non-profit organization, and worked toward developing 
community support through the Washington Teachers' Union, 
Howard University Law School, and the Washington Chapter of 
the American Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employees.

Our organization 
is, as the title implies, an "association of engineers" who work in the 
Naval Ship Systems Command and the Naval Ship Engineering Center; it is 
not a government agency. Membership is open to all employees of the two 
agencies who are classified as engineers or physical scientists, without 
regard to any other criterion, and includes members of all races. The 
panel of judges for the 1969 science fairs included both black and white 
members. 


We appreciate your interest and welcome your constructive criticism. 
The objective of this award is to encourage as much science fair partici- 
pation by as many high school students as possible, In addition to this 
general support of the science fair program, we also want to emphasize the 
areas of scientific endeavor that are of particular interest to the Navy. 
To achieve this end we send judges to each of the five area science fairs 
in the Greater Washington Area. The judges first identify those projects 
at each area science fair which are applicable to Navy problems, It was 
this criterion, applicability to Navy problems, that was referred to in 
the Bulletin article which stated that only projects "of particular interest 
to the Navy" were selected. 


From the group of projects thus selected at each area science fain, 
the best project in the senior division and the best in the junior division 
are selected for the award. There are ten winners, two from each area; 
hence, two from Washington, D.C. Unquestionably, there were a great many 
other projects by black and white students that were fully deserving of 
awards. 
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The criteria for judging were applicability to Navy problems 
and excellence of projects only. The Association of Senior Engineers 
and the Navy have a firm policy of recognizing talent without regard 
to race, creed, or national origins, and wish to encourage its 
development in the Washington area, 


We solicit your aid in making this award known in the Washington,

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GSA_HAS RULES FOR CONDUCT |N GOVERNMENT 


BUILDINGS 


There are certain standards of behaviour 
universally accepted as proper for al| 
people under any and all circumstances. 
While the General Services AdminIistra= 
tion (GSA) assumes that Government 
employees will conform to these 

standards while they are working In and 
for other reasons occupying Government 
buildings, GSA has found it necessary to 
establish some specific rules fn order 

to maintain buildings properly and to 
protect employees from the consequences 
of undesirable actions of the few who may 
irresponsible, Violations of the rules 
are punishable by a $50 fine or 30 days! 
imprisonment or both. Among the rules are 
the following: 


1. Participation in games for money or 
other personal property, the operation 
of gambling devices, the conduct of a 
lottery or pool, or the selling or pur= 
chasing of numbers tickets, in or on 
Government property is prohtbited, 


2. Entering Government property or the 
operating of a motor vehicle thereon by a 
person under the influence of intoxicating 
beverages or narcotic drug, or the con- 
sumption of such beverages or the use of 
such drug in or on property is prohibited, 


3. The soliciting of alms and contribu- 
tions, commercial soliciting and vending 
of all kinds, the display or distribution 
of commercial advertising, or the 
collecting of private debts, in or on 
Government property, is prohibited. This 
rule does not apply to national or local 
drives for funds for welfare, health, and 
other purposes sponsored or approved by 
the occupant agencies, concessions, or 
personal notices posted by employees on 
authorized bulletin boards, 


4. No person while on Government property 
shall carry firearms, other dangerous 

or deadly weapons, or explosives, either 
openly or concealed, except for offictal 
purposes.

In my work in the schools and on the School Board I have had to face the need 
for challenge and competition to the public school system from without the 
system. I believe that SKOLA will be a good source for this necessary challenge 
and competition, especially since its beginning class is original-y @ public 
schhol group from Georgetown and Anacostia predominantly. 


T am glad to see that you have kept cost per pupil low as this will 
make the competition realistic. I would hope to see SKOLA take on in the 
future some tescher training and re-training.

REQUEST FOR SUPPORT FOR _SKOLA, A NEW SCHOOL 


Many proposals are made to bring an institution into existence. 
Our school, SKOLA, already exists and is a natural outgrowth of 
the experience of an urban community. This school has been de~ 
veloping within the public school system for the last three years. 


In our wonk with the public schools we have had to face the fact 
that the best young teachers leave after a year or two. They do 
this because they feel that they have come to the point where they 
are dying as teachers. The chance to connect with a schoo] like 
ours could help lengthen the time they spend in the public schools 
where their spirit is so badly needed. We think this service will 
help us in®ventually securing, some public funding. 


The times demand great changes in education. There is much talk of 
mini-schools to show the way. In other cities such schools are 
receiving public funds. We are working In this direction and our 
talks with School Board members and District of Columbia schoo] 
administration officials give us some hope for support. There is 
also a possibility that the school might develop Into a public- 
supported experimental middle school. 


However, we must first prove ourselves. We are off to an exciting 
start but need $6,000 in funding to continue through January 15, 1970. 
We will add 10 younger children and one more full time teacher in 
January and estimate that we will need an additional $16,000* to 
continue through June 15, 1970. Cost per child estimated on a 
nine month basis would be $850 the first year Including the 
permanent equipment and supplies needed for initiating the project. 
Cost per child after the first year would be lower. 


HISTORY 


The story of the school began with the request by parents at Hyde 
Elementary School In Georgetown that the schoo! be further integrated 
by bussing children in to Hyde from over-crowded schools in ether 
parts of the city. At that point, parents and teachers worked 
together to prepare for the influx of new children. The result, 

the Hyde Plan, was a blueprint for a kind of non-graded schos] 
designed so that new and old children would move into a different 
kind of school experience with the ordinary labels of success and 
fallure removed. The experience of the Hyde '!purple'' group, 34 

]0- to 13-year olds and their teacher, Bobbi Snow, was so remarkable 


At present we have $1,000 which 
means $21,000 must be raised for the period from November threugh 
June 15. 
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that many of the Georgetown and Anacostia parents whose children 
were involved felt the thrill of real learning, too. 


This experience was not confined to the parents alone. A young 
architect-planner, Bob Feild,* became involved in an exciting 

project to redo the schoolroom of the 'nurple'' group in the way 

that it would work best for them. A high school student, Daniel 
Delano, was given the freedom to find with the students projects 

from which they could learn together--film-making, taping, writing 
poetry. Other high school students from the local high school 
football team played and coached and became friends with the children. 
The effort to achieve such an educational environment within a4 rigid 
structure was Incredible: the effort to continue it became impossible. 


Bobbi Snow this year found herself wasting so much energy explaining 
herself to the administration and some of the other teachers and 
staff at the school that she felt her creativity dying and could no 
longer function as a teacher. She resigned from Hyde and joined 
with a group of young people to form a new school, SKOLA. Parents 
from Anacostia and Georgetown, whose children had blossomed in their 
year in the ''purple'' group, enrolled them in SKOLA with much urging 
from the children themselves. Some older children who know Bobbi 
Snow through their younger sisters and brothers also joined. Parents 
asked for much younger children to become part of the school. Grace 
Church generously gave the use of its parish building and grounds. 
lt became quickly apparent from offers to help from people with all 
kinds of talent that the time is ripe for an urban adventure in 
schooling. 


PHILOSOPHY 


What is this adventure? This is an adventure premised ''on the belief 
in the ability of the individual to ‘take Important discoveries on his 
own and a conviction that such discoveries are what constitute real 
and lasting education.'' It involves creating an environment for 
learning where children's natural sense of wonder in the world is 
chertshed by adults who, through continuous contact with their own 
creativity, are able to share their joy in the particular fields 

in which they excel.

THE SCHOOL ITSELF 


Leena een eee neem 


Specifically, SKOLA follows the Leicestershire approach, sometimes 
called the open school or the integrated day school. The organi za- 


tion of the rooms is open, responsive to changing needs. I[t consists 


of learning centers -- ie. math, woodwork, music, science, reading 
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and writing, library, the arts. Exploration and learning about 
the self and the world in these areas comprise a school] day. 

There is no timetable. The child goes where his exploration 

leads him. The teacher guides and eliminates barriers. There 

is time and opportunity in a planned environment for the growth of 
the whole child at his own rate of development. 


SKOLA has started with 21 children aged 8 to 15, Ten 5 to 7 

year olds will join in January and, as the schéol develops, more 
high school students who have already expressed an interest will 
be involved in specific projects. SKOLA firmly believes in the 
emotional and Intellectual value of the: interaction between people 
of all ages. Young children learn from older students, older 
students experience a sense of involvement and joy from working and 
playing with young ones. The high school students working as 
volunteers get a new view of what teaching and learning can be. 


SKOLA has a number of children who are under psychiatric care 
at the P Street Clinic. The chance to provide during the school 
day the kind of situation which will contribute to the emotional 
healthsof these children is very important to the teachers. One 
child attends SKOLA successfully on a part time basis al though 
he Is under such intensive psychlatric care that he is excused 
from regular public school attendance. Another child, whose 
father 1s In an Institution, frequently brings his kindergarten 
age sister who won't go to her neighborhood public school. 


At present there are two full time teachers, Julie Hickson and 
Bobbi Snow, with Bobbi Snow as Director. {n addition, there are 
a number of part-time teachers, mostly volunteers, who are coming 
or will be comingin to work with the students in their particular 
fields such as music, art, science, language, and theater. These 
are ‘people who werk full time in their fields ( the Arena Stage, 
the Corcoran Gallery, Urban America and various universities) but 
long for an involvement with children as a means of contributing 
to society as well as increasing their own joy in life. The 
school feels that this is one of its great possibilities, the 
chance to bring children together with people who excel in their 
flelds of work and therefore can give the substance to learning.* 
There is also a Board of Directors which includes parents of 
students, members of the community, educators and students. 


BUDGET 


The school ts fortunate in having rent-free premises. Funding is 
necessary for refurbishing the rooms. Most craécial is immediate 
funding of salaries for the teachers. Next in priority is funding 
for necessary equipment and supplies. We are concefned with getting 
equipment which the volunteers and teachers feel they need in their 
areas. These areas Include media and communications, science, 
performing arts, sports and play, field events and trips, languages,

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humanities. Money will not be spent in the areas unless there 
is a clear demand by the teachers and students. 


{t is hoped that a year from now the school will be used as a 
resource or laboratory school by the District school system. A 
number of public school teachers have already expressed an 
interest in participating In such a teacher-training environment.

I am responding belatedly to your letter of July 11, because 
I have been too busy to involve myself with trivia until now. I 
don't usually bother to reply to letters such as yours, but in your 
case I will make an exception. 


Obviously if you lived in the District of Columbia, you 
would never have reached the conclusion that you did in your very 
vitriolic letter. I am presently in $10,000 debt which I am trying 
to pay off from the Hobson v. Hansen case. I said I would no longer 
entertain students of self-styled experts whose only professionalism 
is being Black. I cannot afford to travel all over the country 
for nothing as do Roy Wilkins and Whitney Young. I am not subsidized 
by any organization or group <= I am funded out of the pocket of 
Julius W. Hobson. 


As for your sending a copy of your letter to Mayor Walter 
Washington and Reverend James Coates, this does not matter to me. 
You would have to appeal and send copies of your letter to the 
62,000 people who voted for me in the District of Columbia and if 
you get 10 agreements I will come 00 the university and meet with 
your group at my own expense. 


I think going into $10,000 debt and obtaining a decision 
which affects Black children nationwide is quite a large contribution 
th the cause, coupled with a continuing effort to insure that this 
decision is enforced, again, largely at my own expense. ‘May I ask 
in what way you have contributed to the cause other than being 4 
professional Negro?

Yourwly pnobemcaat 
the "Statement of Proposed Activities" and "WIQE Special 
Pirjjects'' previously submitted to you were disavowed on 
behalf of the corporation. You will note further that 
even the past activities of WIQE would not be within its 
present limited scope of purposes. 


A commitment has been made to WIQE for the grant 
of a substantial portion of the total request in the "Proposal". 
Funds will be ready for disbursement on or about March 1/7, 
1969, subject to the issuance of a tax exemption. We 
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hereby request, therefore, that WIQE's application be 
expedited, particularly in view of the "high priority 
status'' accorded the collection of data by the Super- 
intendent of Schools of the District of Columbia, and 
the newly-elected Board of Education, and the need for 
evaluation and analysis thereof for the benefit of 
approximately 150,000 students in the District ce Calumn- 
bia public schools.

SUBJECT: Financial Statement of WIQE and the Need for Additional Funds 


Enclosed is a copy of a half-year financial statement prepared by the 
Trustees of the Washington Institute for Quality Education. Our original 
request to the Stern Family Fund was for a total of $31,550. Our total grant 
from the Stern Family Fund amounted to $25,000. 


We are about halfway through the collection, evaluation and analysis 
of the quantitative data on education in the District of Columbia Public Schools. 
We have also engaged in country-wide presentations of our survey methods with 
the objective of encouraging parents and citizens to carry out similar surveys 
in other major cities in the United States. We have visited New York City, 
Trenton, New Jewsey, Harvard University and Dayton, Ohio, to work with teams 
of people interested in the survey methods we are developing. Requests for 
data and information on our survey methods have been forthcoming from several 
boards of education in the Country and from many individual board members. We 
have also gone to conferences of boards of education and discussed our survey 
methods. 


Our staff consists of a director and a secretary as provided for in 
the original proposal. We find, however, that the volume of work requires 
additional staffing if we are to achieve our goal by February 28, 1970. We 
therefore respectively request an additional $7,000 to approximate the total 
amount originally requested. If we receive these funds, we plan to hire one 
additional statistical clerk. 


Qur survey methods are set forth in the enclosed publication entitled 
“Genter Forum published by the Center for Urban Education in New York City. 
This article, along with the presentation of our data collection methods, also 
evaluates the process. 


Algo enclosed are copies of the tables showing data which we have 
collected. I would like to call your attention specifically to Chart A which 
deals with experimental and special projects in the District of Columbia 
Public Schools funded from all sources both public and private. It is the 
evaluation and analysis of these 130 projects which imposes a need for more 
staff. The object of this evaluation is to determine the effectiveness of 
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these projects in terms of how they have improved the learning skilis of 
school children. 


Another important aspect of Chart A is the necessity of evaluating 
these projects to arrive at a sound financial picture of public education 
in the District of Columbia. The millions of dollars spent in this area 
alone could probably be saved if these projects were properly evaluated 
with a view to determining and eliminating those which are not effective, 
and expanding those which are effective to cover the entire D.C. Public 
School System. 


The other charts enclosed deal with quantitative measures of the 
distribution of public school resources and are bases for sound financial 
management. 


May we also call to your attention the fact that we, with your 
permission, will be seeking funds elsewhere to not only finish out this 
year with WIQE but to carry on research thru April of 1971. The Board of 
Directors of WIQE has informed me that it would be glad to meet with 
you on this matter of additional funding should you deem it necessary. 


The second half of the financial report will be available on 
February 1 which we will forward to you. I,as the Director, will also 
be glad to discuss with you any parts or all of the progress of the 
research project.

‘Trustees of the Washington Institute for Guality Education. Our original 
request to the Stern Family Fund was for a total of $31,550. Our total grant 
from the Stern Family Fund amounted to $25,000. 


We are about halfway through the collection, evaluation and analysis 
of the quantitative data on education in the District of Columbia Public Schools. 
We have also engaged in country-wide presentations of our survey methods with 
the objective of encouraging parents and citizens to carry out similar surveys 
in other major cities in the United States. We have visited New York City, 
Trenton, New Jersey, Harvard University and Dayton, Ohio, to work with teams 
of people interested in the survey methods we are developing. Requests for 
data and information on our survey methods have been forthcoming from several 
boards of education in the Country and from many individual board members. We 
have also gone to conferences of boards of education and discussed our survey 
methods. 


Our staff consists of a director and a secretary as provided for in 
the original proposai. We find, however, that the volume of work requires 
additional staffing if we are to achieve our goal by February 28, 1970. We 
therefore respectively request an additional $7,000 to approximate the total 
amount originally requested. If we receive these funds, we pian to hire one 
additional statistical clerk. 


Our survey methods are set forth in the enclosed publication entitled 
“Center Forum" published by the Center for Urban Education in New York City. 
This article, along with the presentation of our data collection methods, also 
evaluates the process. ig 


Also enclosed are copies of the tables showing data which we have E 
collected. I would like to call your attention specifically to Chart A which Es 
deals with experimental and special projects in the District of Columbia 
Public Schools funded from ali sources both public and private. It is the 
evaluation and analysis of these 130 projects which imposes a need for more 
staff. The object of this evaluation is to determine the effectiveness of 
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these projects in terms of how they have improved the learning skilis of 
school children. 


Another important aspect of Chart A is the necessity of evaluating 
these projects to arrive at a sound financial picture of public education 
in the District of Columbia. The millions of dollars spent in this area 
alone could probably be saved if these projects were properly evaluated 
with a view to determining and eliminating those which are not effective, 
and expanding those which are effective to cover the entire D.C. Public 
School System. 


The other charts enclosed deal with quantitative measures of the 
distribution of public school resources and are bases for sound financial 
management. 


May we also call to your attention the fact that we, with your 
permission, will be seeking funds elsewhere to not only finish out this y 
year with WIQE but to carry on research thru April of 1971. The Board 
of Directors of WIQE has informed me that it would be glad to meet with 
you on this matter of additional funding should you deem it necessary. 


The second half of the financial report will be available on 
February 1 which we will forward to you. I, as the Director, will also 
be glad to discuss with you or your staff any parts or all of the progress 
of the research project.
